The Eavesdropper 
Article Two on Antennas 
K2uF 


In the last artivle we gave data on the gain aspects of beam 
antennes and their reference level. Thus, for beam antennas, the antenna 
power gain comes from the ability to focug the radio waves in a direction 
such that the signal sounds as though it comes from a much more powerful 
source. There are two other "Trveisms" that are known about antennas. To 
begin with, a good rule-of-thumb to remember when considering any antenna 
is: the gain of an antenna is proportional to the size of the antenna when 
compared to the size of the radio wave. Simply: big antennas have big gain, 
and little antennas have little gain; plus, minature antennas may even 
exhibit signal loss instead of gain (rubber Ducky on 2 meters). ‘The other 
"trueism®, the “Higher-the-Better" is not as straight forward, Fo> VHF and’ 
UHF it is an absolute; hut, for MHF and HF it is not "necessarily so." Why 
for VHF and UHF? Here you have the effects of electromagnetic radiation of 
light and as you know, unless you use reflectors, light does not bend, 

Since VHF and UHF waves approach the wavelength of light the basic rwes of 
optics now apply, and so the "Higher-the-Better.” Why? You ask. The earth 

is a curved body and as such a person standing on the beach looking across 

the ocean sees the point where it appears that the sky touches the ground. This 
is the point of tangency and from here on the electromagnetic wave cmtinues 

on a straight line, but the earth's curvature will move away from that point 
and the only way to reach the signal is to build an antenna tower that will 
move your antenra up into the signal area. Remember there is a slight 

bending, but not mich. OK, how high mst I go? Well here is a calculation 
that may make some people say they do not believe but that is their none 
scientific emotior.al conditioring. If ycu are 6 feet tall and stand on the beach 
at the water's edge and gaze out to sea the distance you see before the sky 
touches the water is: D= 1.2 H, where it is your height in feet and Dis 

the distance in miles. Thens UD= 1.276 = 2.9% miles,
